REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is known in the 
prior art to attenuate the speed (using an attenuation mechanism) at which an electronic throttle 
valve is closed by an urging mechanism for urging the valve in a closing direction. See for 
example JP 06-248979 and US 6173939 [Fig. 7, Fig.8, plunger (130). However, the prior art 
does not teach the attenuating mechanism being connected to the rotational speed reduction 
mechanism (gear).
